Sec. I. — The Greeks 

Were distinguished from the surrounding barbarians by great 
simplicity of taste in the various arts. This is their characteristic 
also in dress. In the third and fourth centuries before Christ, 
Men in general were clothed in a tunic, ;^*tw», and pallium, 

Ephebi at Athens, military men, hunters and travellers in a tunic 
and chlamys, yj^a^f^vq ^ — 

The Dorian female dress was, like that of the men, a tunic 
and pallium, or rather palla, ttiir'Koq ^ — 

The Athenian women wore the Ionian tunic and a pallium, or, 
instead of the latter, a semi-doztblety s^Kt/xXov ^ or ^/xt^wXo/^toy— 

Male slaves wore a scantier, shorter, coarser tunic, frequently 
with one short sleeve only, lT£§0|SAa<r;^a^o?, and sometimes over 
this a pallium, also scanty and coarse — 

Female slaves wore a long plain tunic, and sometimes with it 
a short upper tunic.

Sec. II. — The Pallium, or IfAciriov^ 

For men, was a piece of woollen* cloth, quadrangular^ or 
rounded slightly on one or more sides; in depth ^^ nearly equalling 
the height' of the wearer, and about twice as much^ in length. 
The colour was white*, or at one time purple^ for pride and 
luxury*. But generally rich and highly ornamented dresses were 
condemned* at Athens as barbaric and disreputable; or held 
as sacred, scenicaJ, or regal. Very seldom, if ever, it had a 
border' along one or more of its sides, but often glands at 
the comers to make it hang well. To wear it ungracefully s 
was a sign of low birth, and expo3ed a man to remark and 
ridicule : the lower edge was not to drag on the ground, nor rise 
above the knee^: nor was much of the breast 8 to be seen. The 
proper mode^ of putting it on, was to rest one end of it across the 
left arm, to pass it thence behind the back, and under or over the 
right arm, and so again to rest the other end, or upper comer of it. 
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upon the left ann or left shoulder. Thus a sinus could^ be made r 
but Tertullian contrasts* it with the cumbrous toga. The t^»j9««o» 
of philosophers and common^ Athenian citizens was meaner, like 
the Spartan's, and often threadbare.

Sec. III. — The Chlamys, ;^Xa^t;?*, 

Was a smaller upper garment, covering the left arm, and clasped 
on the right shoulder, so that one end hanging dovni in front 
and the other behind, the right arm was left free for action, 
whilst the left hand was hidden. The shape ** varied, by round- 
ing off two angles, from an oblong^ to a semi-oval. It varied 
also in colour*^ and ornaments more than the pallium. The Trspi- 
voXoi wore it black* till the time of Herodes-Atticus, and then 
white: young men in general, saffron'; purple^ was also used. 
Almost all had a borders, and some were ornamented with gold 
and silver^ stars, and stripes^ of purple and other colours. Mili- 
tary' men wore it smaller than others.

Sec. IV.— -The Tunic, or ;c»T<y», 

Was made of two oblong pieces of woollen stuff, sewn together at 
the sides and upper end*, leaving holes for the head and arms. 
The fulness was either gathered entirely together on the shouldcrrs, 
which made a sleeveless tunic, or part of it was allowed to fall 
down the arm halfway to the elbow, which made the short sleeves^, 
Ko>,60Kt. It was girt^ round the waist, and reached for old men to 
the calf ^, for young to the knee**, for soldiers not so far as the 
knee**. Persians' and Asiatics*? wore it to the middle of the 
leg, or even to the feet. Some gods'* have a long tunic. On 
horseback* and for travelling it was tucked up by a second girdle. 
Long sleeves were barbaric^. A scantier under-tunic* was worn. 
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Ifrivi^Tiic^ X»r«v»cnc9f, subucula, interula. Cynics*, who wore only 
the under tunic, were said to be ax*T»'»'»?» The tunic was commonly 
white™, and sometimes ornamented at the bottom by a border", and 
on the girdle, and even down the seams ° for victors in the games. 
The Greeks, and the Romans after them, were careful in girding 
their tunic : some barbaric ° nations wore no girdles.

Tunics were often* single-sleeved, lrs§ofjiao-x^>.oq, l|«/x«?, and were 
sometimes' shaped so as to serve for tunic and pallium •* together. 
If they wore a pallium, like that of all inferior persons it was 
scanty, and thrown together upon the shoulder « for running or 
working. This tunic'' also implied labour.

Sec. VI. — Soldier — Miles Gloriosus— ^ipt7ro^o», ephebi. 

Generals were ridiculed for stalking about Athens'^ in ar- 
mour when not on service. The chlamys and sword** are 
constantly found together. The breastplate was not much ** 
used, except for pitched battles, but helmet, shield, sword, and 
spears. Lamachus*' in the play, however, puts on his when arming 
to repulse the Boeotian marauders. — He calls also for his pinions * 
and crests, shield-stand and shield, spear, &c. The device was 
generally adopted from the family history or some my thus*, but 
sometimes k was, for vanity*, a fancy subject. The ephebi »«p»VoXo» 
received^ a spear and shield from the state, and wore a petasuss.

Sec. VII. — Head and Feet. 

The head was generally* bare, but for **traviBlling, military^ 
service, or bad weather, a broad-brimmed hat, wsTo^rof, was 
used, or sometimes a skull-cap, vCXo^. The head could also be 
protected by the upper part^ of the pallium. The hair was regu- 
larly and carefully arranged, and, particularly for® knights, al- 
lowed to grow long: this distinguished the free^ from slaves. 
Beards^ were not worn from the time of Alexander to that of 
Justinian. Philosophers s^ wore beards and long untrimmed hair, or 
very short to save the expense of frequent cutting.

For the feet, sandals* were commonly worn, x^vThsq, solese, 
erepidee, sometimes socci; plain or ornamented ; e. g. by a compli- 
cated arrangement of straps and a trefoil, heart* or crescent on the 
top of the foot. The common Athenians wore Laconian\ called 
frequently ifx^oiSsg^ Tedt\ and probably thin-soled*^ : some, how- 
ever, are mentioned as white ^. The sandal * and pallium * dis- 
tinguished the Greek, as the shoe and toga did the Roman. 
Sandals were chismged™ at parties, or put off : they should fit ° well. 

Both in hats and sandals there were numerous minor varieties, 
often known by the nametf^f the country where they were made, 
or of the inventor, c g. xvvstj, a Boeot. hat, xaveria^ a Macedonian. 
So, sandals were called *A^x*j9*a^ia, 'A^fx^ai'^if®, Tv^piviKet.

Old men, particularly hxoc<rra\ * and philosophers, used a stick. 

The rich had a seat ° carried after them. 

In supplications, the knee was half <^ hent : in the East **, it was 
hrought quite to the ground. Rings ® were sometimes worn. 

The clasp, we^onj, wo^wtj, fihula, was either a hrooch, or a clasp 
of which one^ part fitted into the other. Some are shaped Hke a 
how s, the fihula heing the arc, and the pin the string. Some have 
a round **convex top with probahly hooks or a hook and eye be- 
neath, attached to each side of the garment. 

Though garments were conmionly made of wool, yet linen* was 
in use at Athens, certainly for the tunics of women, and probably 
for the under-tunics of men. Thucydides mentions it. 

Tragic xoflopFo* differed ^ from common in depth of sole. The 
name sanchl was probably extended not only to mere soles, but to 
those shoes which covered only a portion* of the upper part of the 
foot (the Roman calceus covering all) e. g. a sole ™ with a jrigum 
of upper leather, which left the toes bare. 

Purple was our deepest ° crimson with a tinge more of blue, 
like coagulating blood, which looked bright when held up in the 
light. Scarlet and violet were also favourite colours.

Was the same in shape* as the men's, and was worn** like it, except 
that it was sometimes fastened*' up at the waist. -Borders ^ were 
common, and sometimes the whole was ornamented with ® stars. 
The colours were various, blue*, azure ^, pink^, gold*, white*, violet*, 
purple^ pale greens. The materials*^ were fine, and the folds 
rich and full. Some goddesses^ wore this robe under the left 
arm, and clasped on the right shoulder.

Sec. XL — The Semi-doublet, eyxuxXoy, 
Was worn instead* of the palla, though occasionally both^ are 
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seen together. It was the coinmon dress, over a tunic, of the 
Athenian ^women. It consisted^ of two oblong pieces, one 
before and one behind, suspended, by fastenings at equal dis- 
tances from the respective ends, on the shoidders, the four ends 
hanging down in folds, and leaving the arms uncovered. In the 
centre it hung down generally to the waist, at the ends to the hips. 
Sometimes only one® long pie^e was used; the centre placed under 
the left arm, fastenings on the shoulders, and the ends hanging down 
the right side, before and behind, as above. Sometimes it was 
formed by merely douhling^ back the sleeveless tunic (or palla, v. 
p. 27.) at the upper part, and suspending the whole by clasps on 
the shoulders. A border s was common, and the colour often ^ 
safiron. Occasionally it had glands ' at the comers. This piece of 
cloth, either by itself, or as united with the tunic imder it, had a

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Sec. XII. — The Tunic, pc*'^*'"? 
Of the Dorian women differed from that of the Ionian. The pure 
Dorian* was a plain sleeveless frock of woollen stuff like the men's, 
buttoned or clasped on the shoulders, and clasped also down the 
sides, of which one side was frequentJy left open for convenience 
of movement. Each skirt, 'Trn^vyiov *, reached down to the calf. The 
later Dorian, or common tunic, was sewn down both sides and 
reached to the feet ; having often sleeves to the elbow, either fall- 
ing like the men s or cut into shape, and fastened down the upper 
arm by four^ or more clasps or buttons. Under- tunics®, (indusium,) 
are seen on some. 

The Ionian^, (originally the Carian, or perhaps generally the 
Asiatic,) was of linen®, with long sleeves ; it reached down to the 
instep, and was still often tucked^ up upon the hips by means of 
a lower girdle ; very full^ in folds, xoXwo*. It was sewn on the 
shoulders, for the Athenian women were forbidden the large® 
shoulder clasp of the Dorians. The lonians are said to have worn 
an imder-tunic, to which, in fact, the sleeves* belonged. This 
might sometimes be the case with the common^ Dorians. The 
female ^ figures on the frieze of the Parthenon have either no 
sleeves, or the common Dorian mentioned above. 

The tunic was confined by a girdle, a moderate^ sized band, tied 
often in a bow ^ in front. Girdle and borders were ornamented, 
generally by figured^ patterns. The colours'^ varied as for the pal- 
lium and the cyxt/xAov.

Sec. XIV. — Head and Ornaments. 

Tertullian* describes, in his time, the hair of unmarried girls as 
rolled and piled on the top of the head, whilst the hair of mar- 
ried women was divided in front, and more artfully arranged by 
hair-pins. 

The head-dress of Grecian women had in it great variety, con- 
sisting of bands ^ and nets arranged in different ways — the diadem, 
o-TE^Pay*?, if of precious metals, was not*^ allowed in pubhc at Athens. 
One head-dress, xEx^t/ipaXo^^, was a net from the back** of which a 
few ringlets escaped.

Gold° sandals were common with purple robes, at least for men. 
Athenian women vfove Persian^ sandds, Tre^o-jxa/, and ^TrepjSapi^ej. 
Sometimes the foot was covered with a ^laced sock, and perhaps a 
sock with a sandal over it. The sole 8 was sometimes very thick 
and of cork, if the lady was short. Trepa-iKccl were ^ white and pro- 
bably thick-soled: young * women's were never black.

^ The chlamys, introduced into Greece from Thessaly or Mace- 
donia, was worn by the Ephebi^ of Athens and by the young horse- 
men' at processions, where the old men appear on foot in the 
pallium. It may be called the state-dress of the Athenian youth, 
and appears, in later times, (for Chremes, Ter. Eun. 4. 6. 29. and 
particularly Charinus, PL Merc. 5. 2. 71. wear the pallium, and a 
traveller or soldier, in Plautus, is marked by a chlamys,) to have 
become their common dress, for in the engravings from an old 
Vat. MS.^ of Terence, said to belong to the 8th century, almost 
all the young men are dressed in it. (So also, in Rome, about a 
century later than the era of Terence and Plautus, the lacema^ 
(a kind of chlamys) began to supersede the toga.) Aristippus '* 
appears to have sometimes worn one, and Plato * contrasts it with 
the ragged r^i&uvhov, which he wore at other times.

* The history of the doublet may possibly be this. First, the large 
pallium, ov peplua^^ was doubled down about one third, and worn 
as indicated at Sec. X. i. Then, it was hooked up by a second 
clasp, viz. on the left shoulder ; which made it a tunico-pallium, 
i. e. a garment partaking of the nature^ of both tunic and pal- 
lium—of the tunic, as clasped on both shoulders and sitting close 
to the figure : of the pallium as thrown round the body. The 
later varieties of Sec. X./l; and of Sec. X. a?, e, where the smaller, 
outer part is separate from the remainder (which now becomes a 
tunic), and the colours and materials of the two parts, so separated, 
are often different, will present no difficulty. This view combines 
and explains the numerous terms applied apparently to this part 
of the female dress, e, g.

swcu/xK, as hung on the shoulders —
